fi) Short title and commencement,—(1) The regulations 
iv be called the Calcutta Pott Trust (licensing of St eve- 
res) Second Amendment Regulations, 1994. 

fiil Thev shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
ltion in the Official Gazette. 

2. The existing provisions of clause 5(a), 6(4). 9(1) and 
1) of the Calcutta Port Trust (Licensing of Stevedores) 
culatkwis. 1987, shall be substituted by the following : 

Clause 5(a)—He shall ensure due compliance by all the 
stalf and tho workers employed by him during the 
operation of landing and shinning or transhipping 
goods or work incidental thereto, of the pro¬ 
visions of the Dock Workers (Safety, Health and 
Welfare) Act. 1986 and the Dock Workers (Safety. 
Health and Welfare) Regulations, 1990 and noti¬ 
fications issued thereunder, the Industrial disputes 
Act. 1947. the payment of Bonus Act, 1965, and 
rules, regulation® and schemes issued thereunder, 
relating to such operations and the time being in 
force. 

Clause 6(4)—The anplication for renewal of stevedoring 
licence shall be made at least 60 days before the 
expiry of the licence. If the application for rene¬ 
wal is not received within the stipulated period of 
60 davs such applications may be accepted, on 
navment of Rs. 50 by the Chairman : 

Provided that the application for renewal together 
with the late fee is received bv the Chairman 
before the actual date of explrv of the licence. 

Clause 9(ll.-CnncellationlSusDensionlRefusal to Renewal 
of Licences : 

0) The Chairman may at any time suspend for such 
period as he mav deem fit, or cancel the licence 
issued to a stevedore or refuse to renew the 
licence for violation of anv of the terms of the 
licence or for any of reasons Itotcd below : 

til Violation of safety pnetautioins. 

(ii) Low pioductivlty, 

(tii) I.ack of supervision over stevedoring workers. 


(iv) Improper and unsafe handing of packages, 
fv) Misrepresentation or misstatement of material 
facts, 

(vi) The stevedore being adjudged insolvent or going 
liquidation, 

tvfi) Causing obstruction to any work in the port. 

vlil) Stub-letting of work to any other individual- or 
parties, 

(ix) Any misconduct which in the opinion of the 
Chairman warrants such cancellation! or sus¬ 
pension or non-renewal. 

Clause 9(2)—No Stevedoring Licence shall be cancelled 
or suspended or refused to be renewed untill tho 
stevedore has been given a reasonable opportunity 
for showing cause why his licence should not be 
cancelled or suspended or refused to be renewed 
and reasons for such cancellation or suspension or 
non-renewal have been recorded. 

3. The following new clause No. 6(A) shall be incorporat¬ 
ed in the Calcutta Port Trust (Licensing of Stevedores) Regu¬ 
lations. 1987 : 

Clause 6(A)—Before the renewal of licence, a report 
as regards safety performance and compliance of 
Dock Safety Statutes shall be Obtained from the 
‘Inspector’ as defined in the Dock Worker® (Safety. 
Health and Welfare) Act, 1986 and the same shall 
be taken into consideratiom for granting such 
renewal. 

Note : The Calcutta Port Trust (Licensing of Stevedores)) 
Regulations, 1987, was approved by tho Central 
Government, vide MOST’® Notification No. GSR 
111(E), dated the 1st March, 1988 and the Calcutta 
Port Trust (Licensing of Stevedores) First Amend!- 
ment Regulations, 1993. vide MOST’s Notification 
No. GSR. 476(E), dated the 23rd June 1993, which 
were published in the Calcutta Gazette on 17th 
December 1987, 24th December 1987, 1st April 
1993 and 8th April, 1993 respectively.
